Provisions of the act fall into three \

trol (2) those designed to protect the 
state revenue; and (3) measures regu- 
lating the industry. 

In the issuance of retail licenses, no- 
tices of intention to engage in busi- 


ness must not only be posted on the | 


premises, but must also be advertised 
in a local newspaper of general circu- 
Jation and the Board of Equalization 
is required to give notice to all officers 
and governing bodies in the area con- 
cerned of such applications for li- 
censes. 


A license may not be issued unless a, 


public hearing is held in the commun- 
ity in which the license is applied for 


and the local legislative body has the 


right to demand a hearing for revoca- 


tion or suspension of any license. City | 


and county officials are specifically 


given the duties of enforcing the act. | 


Minors may not purchase or be served 


liquor in any licensee’s premises, even | 


though he be accompanied by parent 
or guardian. Dealers who sell to min- 
ors and minors who purchase iiquor 
are guilty of a misdemeanor. 

The new law prohib‘is the sale of 


liquor to “an obviously intoxicated per- | 


son.” 
Refilling of distilled spirits bottles by 


licensees is specifically prohibited and
